Reconsideration of the applied prior art in light of applicant's argument filed 10/29/2005 

at page 7, line 21 through page 8, line 10, has shown that the prior art of record, in particular the 
EP-09 14399, the William reference (US 3,804,077) and the known snorkel vacuum packaging, 
taken alone or in combination would not render claim 1 of the present application obvious 
because the carrier material in the method of EP'339 are to be saturated in a hard shell container 
so that they can be sterilized later, and the package of William is cannot be packaged by the 
known snorkel vacuum packaging method since negative pressure might break the rupturable 
bag during evacuation. Thus, the prior art of record fails to disclose and/or teach a method for 
delivering a cold or heat storage medium into a carrier material in a container including the steps 
of: placing the carrier material in the container composed of a film material, partially evacuating 
the container, and saturating the carrier material with the cold or heat storage medium by 
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delivering the cold or heat storage medium into the partially evacuated container in order to 
introduce the cold or heat storage medium into the carrier material, as recited in claim 1 .
